REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 15-17 are pending. By this Response, claim 3 is amended, 
claims 15-17 added and claims 5-14 are cancelled. 

Applicants have added claims 15-17 directed to the method of the map data 
processing unit of claim 1 . Applicants respectfully submit that the method claims 
are in condition for allowance, and thus claims 1-4 along with claims 15-17 
should maintain allowable status. No new matter is added by the addition of the 
claims. 

The Office Action alleges that the application is in condition for allowance 
except for antecedent basis problems associated with claim 3. Claim 3 has been 
amended to depend from claim 2 to address the antecedent basis problem. 

Thus, the application is now in condition for allowance. Prompt allowance 
of the application is earnestly solicited.
